2. Proposed Revisi on of HIS Outline Guide for Chapters IV, _V . and VI 

welcomed to the Meeting the representatives of the 
U. S. information Agency, the Office of the Chief, Psychological Warffere, 

U, g„ Arw» the Office of Hxterml Research, Department of State. He 
noted that copies of the proposed revision to the Outline Requirements 
for Chapter IV, Chapter V, and Section 60 of the JIIB Standard Instructions 
had bean sent to the represented agencies on 24 March 1955 (refer to H3S 
Committee Meeting Bo. 19® ) to afford the®, as veil aa the HIS Committee 
members, opportunity to review the proposals and to offer any suggestions 
which might improve the usefulness of the HIS in the field of psychological 
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warffeye. He e^hasiaed that the HIS outlines must be pspoastve to the 
needs of a broad range of users and could not direct their objectives 
solely toward any one type of user without violating basic HIS policy. 
Moreover, HIS requirements had to be related to the practical limitation® 
of collection in order to attain realistic production goals. 


they related to the development of psychological warfare requirement® 
over the past four years. Because of the cany difficulties, inciting 
the difference of opinion among the psychological warfare specialists 
themselves @s to what was desired, it was not until the issuing on 
5 August 1954 of the "Beport of Survey of Intelligence Heeds and Assets 
of the United States Information Agency" that comprehensive psychological 
warfare intelligence requirements were defined in terms of basic intel- 
ligence coverage. From that survey stcaased the proposals which are now 
under discussion. 

representatives of USIA reported that their agency was well 
pleased with the proposals and felt they would in large part satisfy it a 
basic intelligence requirements. Because of unavoidable delays, iBIA 
will not be able to offer any specific suggestions for changes in the 
proposed revisions before next week. These changes will generally be 
iiiftng lines of more specific topical detail. The Chairman replied that 
the detailed HIS files in State are available as a backstop to the pub- 
lished HIS and should serve as a basis for answering necessary ad hoc 
requirements of the USIA. 

Th® representatives of OCFH also agreed that the proposals were 
sound and would furnish a large measure of intelligence support to that 
office. They noted, however, that the proposals did not cover the field 
of special operations. The Chairman replied that by general agreement 
with OGPV no attempt would be made to consider requirements for special 
operations until a consolidated position had been reached by ^ 

Agencies. OCFH had prepared a list of suggested changes and modification® 
to the proposals, copies of which were given to all those present. 

chairman requested the State member to review the various

In developing the forecast for Supplement V it has 
keen necessary to consider the overall petroleum situation and conse- 
quently tbs related Sections 6 a containing the subsections on petroleum. 
Copies of the proposed revision of the production forecast for Section 02 
and Supplement 7 were distributed. The Committee agreed to examine the

The Vice Chairman said he had looked into the feasibility 
of l i s ting in the Quarterly Report those HIS elements which were not to 
be published, either because the topic was not pertinent to the ares in 
question or because the topic hsd been incorporated into another section 
(refer to para. 9g of HIS Committee Meeting Ho. 192). He said that the 
listing of such sections would add several pages to the Quarterly Report 

it unnecessarily complicated. Da view of this he recommended 
that the information be set forth in the Introduction Section of each 
CMpter. The Cccsaitte® concurred. 

c. The Vice Chairman reported that the submission of Section 25 
(Whan Areas) of HIS 99 (Philippine Islands) was overdue since 31 **arc h

The Axsqt member said he 
would look into the question with the Surgeon General's Office and work 
out with State scms arrangement for a contribution. 

f. The Army and Eavy members reported certain complications 
arising out of coordination of Section 17 (Scientific). The Bavy member 
said that the arrangements far submitting new contributions were so 
complex that the Bevy member of the SEC had proposed & modification which, 
hoaever, was not acceptable to that committee. The Chairman said he 
would consult with the Section 17 coordinator to see what could be done 
to throve matters. He said he was reluctant, however, to interfere with 
working procedures which bed the approval of the SBC since that committee 
was charged with full coordinating and production responsibilities for 
Section 17 and the related Chapter VZX.
